NEW  METHOD  OP  TV  STAGING  WITH  PLASTIC  PROPS 
AND  SETS  NOW  IN  USE  AT  NBC  STUDIOS 

Advantages  of  New  Techniques  Demonstrated 
After  Six  Months  of  Experimentation 


A  new  concept  of  television  staging  through  the  use  of  plas¬ 
tics,  the  result  of  six  months  of  experimentation  in  collaboration 
with  the  Studio  Alliance,  has  been  put  into  active  use  by  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company  in  its  New  York  studios.  The  new  techniques  were 
revealed  to  the  press  at  a  demonstration  today  (April  7)<  with  Benja¬ 
min  L.  Webster,  NBC  manager  of  staging  services,  as  commentator. 

The  project,  developed  by  Studio  Alliance,  was  brought  to 
NBC  in  its  early  stages  and  the  company  then  joined  forces  with  the 
studio  in  its  development.  Here  are  some  of  the  qualities  of  the 
plastic  which  makes  it  superior  to  other  materials  previously  used  for 

sets,  props  and  even  costume  accessories: 

It  is  waterproof,  fire-proof,  shatter-proof  and  warp-proof. 

It  can  be  repainted  repeatedly  for  use  in  different  colors. 
The  plastic,  while  tougher  and  lighter  than  wood,  has  wood's  desirable 
§  qualities  in  that  bolts  and  screws  can  be  Inserted  easily  and  it  can 
be  cut,  planed  and  sanded.  Some  of  it  is  flexible. 
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2  -  New  TV  Staging  Method 

Some  items  are  translucent,  with  the  appearance  and  texture 
of  marble.  Color  can  be  impregnated  into  such  forms  as  desired. 

The  newest  thing  is  the  perfection  of  a  transparent  plastic 
for  use  in  making  "crystal"  chandeliers  and  the  like. 

Items  with  Joints  or  seams,  a  problem  until  recently,  now 
are  being  made  in  one  piece,  thus  increasing  the  strength  and  durabil¬ 
ity  of  each  article. 

Many  units  are  made  in  sections  so  that  any  one  segment  or 
combination  of  segments  or  the  entire  unit  may  be  used  as  needed. 

Museum  pieces,  which  sometimes  can  be  rented  at  relatively 
fabulous  rates  and  which  carry  heavy  insurance  for  damage  risks  be¬ 
cause  of  their  extreme  fragility,  can  be  duplicated  in  plastic  to  be¬ 
come  part  of  the  permanent  property  stock.  An  antique  pottery  vase, 
for  instance,  which  is  delicate  and  heavy,  can  be  made  in  sturdy 
plastic  which  will  weigh  one  quarter  of  the  original. 

Another  example  in  this  category  is  an  antique,  carved  wooden 
picture  frame  from  Italy.  A  replica  in  wood  and  plaster  would  cost 
about  $125  and  would  require  careful  handling  because  of  its  tendency 
to  break  apart.  Reproduced  in  strong  plastic,  it  would  cost  only  half 
as  much  and  would  last  indefinitely.  It  could  be  painted  in  any  color, 
washed  off  and  repainted  as  often  as  desired. 

Window  draperies,  an  ubiquitous  set  requirement,  are  made  in 
three  sections  so  that  one,  two  or  all  three  may  be  used,  as  required. 
They  need  no  fire -proof ing  or  dry-cleaning  or  mending  or  special  hand¬ 
ling.  Like  the  other  items,  they  can  be  repainted  with  ease  and 
repeatedly .

Two  visually -identical  gilded  busts  were  used  in  the  demon¬ 
stration.  One,  old  style,  weighs  15  pounds;  the  plastic  one,  two 
pounds.  A  Della  Robbia-type  cherub,  which  in  terra  cotta  would  be 
both  heavy  and  brittle  —  if  obtainable  at  all  --  appears  in  plast 
a  sturdy  cupld  so  light  it  can  be  suspended  safely  from  a  thin  piece 

of  common  string. 

Experimentation  with  flexible  plastic  has  produced  authentic 
reproductions  of  ornamental  gold  braid  and  similar  items  for  uniforms 
and  other  costuming,  which  can  be  sewed  and  handled  in  the  same  manner 

as  fabric  but  never  tarnishes  or  requires  repairs. 

In  the  realm  of  stage  wings,  a  standard  wing  has  been  reduced 

in  thickness  by  one  third,  thus  making  it  easier  to  handle  and 
bulky  for  storage.  A  100-pound  type  of  wing  can  be  offered  in  plastic 
at  57  pounds.  What's  more,  it’s  guaranteed  not  to  wobble.

A  striking  new  method  of  national  political  expression  by 
the  American  people  will  be  initiated  from  coast  to  coast  from 
April  14-26. 

During  that  period  citizens  in  approximately  700  communities 
will  attend  local  non-partisan  forums  arranged  by  the  League  of  Women 
Voters.  There  they  will  vote  to  determine  which  of  the  year’s  hottest 
election  questions  are  to  be  tossed  for  answer  to  Presidential  candi¬ 
dates  Senator  Estes  Kefauver,  Governor  Earl  Warren,  Harold  Stassen, 
Senator  Robert  Kerr  and  Paul  Hoffman,  representing  General  Eisenhower. 

These  notables  will  reply  to  the  issues  on  May  1,  when,  ap¬ 
pearing  together  for  the  first  time  on  the  same  platform,  tney  face 
the  delegates  to  the  League’s  national  convention  in  Cincinnati.  The 
proceedings  will  be  covered  by  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  in  a 
special  radio  network  program,  starting  at  10: 30  p.m,,  EST. 

Senators  Taft  and  Russell  and  Governor  Adlai  Stevenson  also 
have  been  invited  to  attend  the  League's  convention,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  General  Eisenhower  will  appear  if  he  is  in  the  United  States  at 
the  time. 

Invitations  to  Democratic  and  Republican  contenders  were  is¬ 
sued  by  the  League  of  Women  Voters  in  cooperation  with  Life  magazine.

Prior  to  the  League's  national  convention,  both  the  League  and  Life  are 
joining  forces  with  leading  department  stores  in  about  30  cities  to 
sponsor  the  series  of  non-partisan  forums,  which  will  be  entitled  'The 
Citizens'  View  of  '52. 11  The  department  stores  will  act  as  hosts  for 
the  meetings,  which  will  be  keynoted  by  local  leaders  from  various 
fields.  In  many  other  communities  similar  forums  will  be  staged  by 
local  League  of  Women  Voters. 

A  special  film  featuring  Robert  Montgomery,  whose  "A  Citizen 
Views  the  News'1  radio  program  is  sponsored  by  Life  magazine  over  NBC, 
and  Mrs.  John  Lee,  national  president  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters, 
will  be  shown  at  the  department  store  forums.

\  MARGARET  CUTHBERT  TO  RETIRE  FROM  NBC 

AFTER  MORE  THAN  25  YEARS  WITH  NET 

Margaret  Cuthbert,  one  of  radio's  best-known  pioneers,  will 
retire  from  the  National  Broadcasting  Company  on  June  1  after  more  than 
25  years  with  the  network.  She  has  most  recently  been  supervisor  of 
public  affairs  for  NBC  radio. 

It  was  the  monotonous  radio  drone  of  "Alabama  casts  her  24 
votes  for  Oscar  W.  Underwood"  in  June,  1924,  that  attracted  Miss 
cuthbert  to  WEAF,  then  the  broadcasting  station  of  the  American  Tele- 

phone  and  Telegraph  Company  in  New  York. 

"The  broadcasting  industry  has  no  future,"  H.G.  Wells  was 

prophesying.  "The  loudspeaker  will  dry  up."  Her  friends  were  calling 
)  the  infant  industry  a  "tin-pan"  business,  but  Miss  Cuthbert  saw  its 
potential.  She  accepted  the  post  of  director  of  speakers  at  WEAF. 

When  WEAF  (now  WNBC)  became  the  key  station  of  the  newly 
organized  National  Broadcasting  Company  in  1926,  Miss  Cuthbert  became 
an  executive  of  the  network.  For  many  years  she  headed  the  women's 
and  children's  programs  division,  developing  and  producing  "Gallant 
American  Women,"  "Echoes  of  History"  and  many  other  broadcast  series 
in  those  areas.  Among  the  programs  she  has  produced  in  recent  years 
was  the  long-run  "NBC  Theatre,"  which  won  a  Peabody  Award  for  excel- 

lence  in  drama. 

Miss  Cuthbert  has  won  many  honors  during  her  radio  career. 
In  1936  the  New  York  League  of  Business  and  Professional  Women  cited

her  as  one  of  24  "women  of  achievement"  for  her  work  in  radio.  In 
1941  she  was  one  of  a  group  of  nationally  influential  women  the  General 
Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs  honored  for  achievement.  In  1946  the 
Women's  National  Press  Club  cited  her  as  one  of  10  women  whose  achieve¬ 
ments  have  been  outstanding  as  'promoters  of  progress." 

Miss  Cuthbert  was  born  in  Prince  Albert,  Saskatchewan, 

Canada.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Cornell  University  and  before  turning  to 
radio  worked  with  the  British  Embassy  in  Washington,  D.C.,  and  at 
Cornell.  She  is  now  president  of  the  New  York  Chapter  of  American 
Women  in  Radio  and  Television.

OF  AMERICAN  WOMEN  IN  RADIO  AND  TELEVISION 


Mrs.  Doris  Corwith,  supervisor  of  talks  and  religious  broad¬ 
casts  for  NBC  radio,  was  elected  president  of  American  Women  in  Radio 
and  Television,  Inc.,  for  a  two-year-term  at  the  organization's  first 
national  convention  in  Detroit  (Saturday,  April  5). 

Other  newly  elected  officers  were  Dorothy  Fuller  of  WBET, 
Brockton,  Mass.,  Eastern  vice-president;  Elizabeth  G.  Marshall  of  WBZ,

On  a  recent  evening  in  the  television  studio  from  which 
Milton  Berle  usually  does  his  "Texaco  Star  Theatre"  telecasts  at  NBC, 
New  York,  a  lively  little  revue  took  place,  without  cameras,  before 
a  studio  audience  composed  entirely  of  NBC  executives,  TV  directors, 
program  producers  and  other  persons  involved  in  the  television 
business . 

Presided  over  by  Jack  McCoy,  the  revue  featured  names 
which  are  perhaps  unfamiliar  to  viewers  right  now  but  may  not  stay 
unfamiliar  for  long:  a  comedian  named  George  Hopkins,  a  comedienne 
named  Christine  Nelson,  Dick  Bernie,  another  funny  man;  a  team  of 
NBC  pages  —  Dana  and  Wood,  who  have  appeared  on  television;  and  the 
team  of  Danny  Richards,  senior  and  junior. 

The  show  was  a  part  of  NBC’s  Comedy  Development  Plan,  which 
was  conceived  by  Sylvester  L.  "Pat"  Weaver,  NBC's  vice  president  in 
charge  of  television,  and  which  is  being  executed  by  Joe  Bigelow,  who 
also  produces  the  "Royal  Showcase"  on  NBC  television. 

As  its  name  implies,  the  purpose  of  the  Plan  is  to  develop 
new  comedians,  new  writers  and  new  material  for  television.  Every 
other  Thursday,  William  Gargan,  Jr.,  produces  these  shows,  which  are 
actually  auditions.  Executives,  producers  and  directors  are  requested 
to  attend,  and  all  NBC  employes  are  invited. 

Young  comics  to  be  auditioned  are  not  amateurs,  however. 
Generally  they  are  established  as  night-club,  theatre,  vaudeville  or 
benefit -show  entertainers.

"We  are  indeed  proud  that  the  experimental  UHF  station  at 
Stratford,  Conn.,  built  and  operated  by  NBC,  provided  much  of  the 
technical  information  which  enabled  the  FCC  to  allocate  these  new  chan¬ 
nels  and  stations.  Eecause  of  these  Stratford  tests,  our  technicians 
have  been  able  to  design  the  equipment  necessary  to  meet  the  expanded 
TV  needs  of  the  American  people."

BOTH  RADIO  AND  TV  AS  THE  VOTERS 
GO  TO  POLLS  IN  BAD  WEATHER 

Trenton,  N.J.,  April  15  --  NBC  commentators  today  followed 
their  exclusive  interviews  with  Governor  Alfred  E.  Driscoll  and  other 
high  officials  with  latest  reports  of  the  voting  and  the  effect  of  bad 
weather  on  today’s  New  Jersey  primary  elections. 

From  a  field  news  headquarters  in  the  Hildebrecht  Hotel,  in 
the  shadow  of  the  State  House,  Frank  Bourgholtzer ,  NBC’s  White  House 
correspondent,  and  W.W.  Chaplin,  veteran  of  earlier  primary  elections 
throughout  the  land,  told  NBC  radio  and  television  audiences  that  bad 
weather  might  cut  down  the  expected  majority  for  Gen.  Dwight  Eisen¬ 
hower  in  today’s  Republican  primary.  Last  night  George  Taylor,  pol¬ 
itical  analyst  for  NBC’s  Trenton  affiliate,  WTTM,  predicted  that 
Eisenhower  would  carry  the  Garden  State  Republican  primary  by  a  two- 
to-one  margin  over  Senator  Taft. 

On  a  special  "New  Jersey  Primary  Preview”  direct  from  the 
State  House  (April  14,  10:00  p.m.  to  10:30  p.m.,  SST)  Governor  Dris¬ 
coll  told  Bourgholtzer  that  he  would  regard  it  as  a  clear-cut  victory 
for  Eisenhower  if  the  General  received  51$  of  the  Republican  prefer¬ 
ential  votes.  However,  Driscoll  said  that  the  party’s  delegates 
should  support  whoever  is  the  decisive  victor  in  today’s  primary. 

The  Governor  also  drew  a  distinction  between  Senator  Taft, 
whom  he  termed  an  excellent  public  servant  and  whom  he  hoped  would 
continue  his  service  to  the  nation  in  the  Senate,  and  the  politicians 
supporting  Taft,  who  are  clouding  the  primary  issue.  Driscoll  said 
the  bitterness  of  the  pro-Taft  campaign  would  actually  hurt  the  Taft 


cause .

NEARLY  61  PER  CENT  OF  AMERICAN  PEOPLE  CAN 
FOLLOW  THE  PRESIDENTIAL  CAMPAIGNS  BY  TV, 
NBC  1 S  J .  V .  HEFFERNAN  TELLS  SENATE  GROUP 


Announces  New  TV  Program,  'Hats  in  the  Ring,' 
In  Citing  NBC's  Coverage  of  Politics 


WASHINGTON,  April  17  —  Television  coverage  of  the  national 
political  campaigns  will  be  available  to  nearly  6l  per  cent  of  the 
American  people  through  18,000,000  home  TV  receivers,  Joseph  V. 
Heffernan,  financial  vice  president  of  the  National  Broadcasting 
Company,  reported  today  to  the  Senate  Subcommittee  on  Privileges  and 
Elections . 


He  testified  tha-t  the  industry's  phenomenal  growth  since  the 
1948  campaign,  when  only  400,000  sets  were  in  American  homes,  meant 
that  candidates  could  now  advertise  on  television  at  a  cost  of  only 
3/10  of  a  cent  per  adult  viewer  if  "the  election  campaign  is  a  spirit¬ 
ed  one  and  the  candidates  get  a  good  audience." 

"At  the  present  time,"  Heffernan  explained.  There  ore  almost 
as  many  sets  within  the  range  of  the  St.  Louis  station  alone  as  there 
were  in  the  entire  United  States  at  the  beginning  of  the  1948  campaign. 

R  There  are  now  nearly  17,000,000  television  receivers;  by  October  there 
will  be  about  18,000,000."

He  told  the  Subcommittee  that  NBC  would  broaden  its  already 
extensive  television  political  coverage  by  Inaugurating  a  half-hour 
weekly  program,  entitled  "Hats  in  the  Ring,"  on  May  4th  in  Washington. 
It  will  be  broadcast  from  2:00-2:30  p.m.  each  Sunday  and  will  be  a 
forum  for  national  candidates  or  other  prominent  political  figures, 
according  to  Heffernan. 

In  his  nine -page  statement,  the  NBC  official  emphasized  that 
advertising  time  costs  for  political  programs  would  be  the  same  as 
present  commercial  telecasts.  He  said  that  studies  undertaken  by  NBC 
and  other  groups  demonstrated  that  television  costs  for  audience 
reached  were  less  than  with  any  other  advertising  media  except  net¬ 
work  radio. 

"Our  study  and  that  of  others  also  indicate,"  he  added,  "that 
television  is  the  only  national  medium  in  which  the  cost  per  person 

reached  has  declined  in  the  last  year." 

Heffernan  elaborated  on  the  scope  of  television's  growth 
since  1948  by  showing  the  Subcommittee  how  network  service  has  spread 
In  the  last  campaign,  only  18  stations  in  7  different  cities  were 
hooked  up  for  network  service;  but  today,  he  continued,  only  eleven 
cities  were  not  linked  to  the  NBC  television  network  with  facilities 
generally  provided  by  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company. 

"However,  AT&T  has  plans,"  Heffernan  said,  "whereby  eight  of 
these  11,  to  give  a  total  of  60  out  of  the  63  U.S,  television  cities, 
may  be  interconnected  by  the  time  of  the  conventions  in  Chicago, 
During  the  1948  presidential  campaign,  the  one  paid  political  speech 
made  on  the  NBC  television  network  was  carried  by  only  seven  stations

Heffernan  pointed  out  that  NBC's  television  network  was 
already  doing  a  comprehensive  job  of  political  coverage.  Including 
panels,  forums,  interview  type  program,  television  news  show  and 
spot  reporting  of  Presidential  preference  primaries. 

“All  in  all, 11  he  concluded,  "I  believe  that  NBC  is  doing  a 
good  job  of  keeping  the  people  informed  of  activity  on  the  political 
scene.

NBC  and  American  Medical  Association  Cooperate 
In  Program  from  Brookhaven  Laboratory 

FOR  RELEASE  FRIDAY  A.M.,  APRIL  25 

Experiments  with  new  radioactive  isotopes,  of  potential  sig¬ 
nificance  to  the  further  advancement  of  medicine,  will  be  shown  Sunday, 

May  4  during  a  nationwide  "live"  telecast  from  Brookhaven  National 
Laboratory,  an  atomic  energy  station  at  Upton,  Long  Island,  N.Y. 

This  will  be  the  first  time  that  mobile  television  cameras 
have  been  in  an  atomic  energy  installation.  The  telecast,  scheduled 
for  1:30  to  2:00  p.m.,  EDT,  will  be  presented  by  the  National  Broad¬ 
casting  Company  in  cooperation  with  the  American  Medical  Association. 

It  will  originate  in  the  hospital  and  medical  division  of  the 
laboratory . 

The  viewing  public  will  see  the  interior  of  the  laboratory 
where  radioactive  isotopes  are  separated  and  processed  and  will  witness 
some  of  these  experiments  in  progress.

The  telecast,  titled  "Medicine  and  the  Mighty  Atom,"  will 
take  the  time  spot  of  "American  Inventory"  on  this  date  only. 

Scientific  authorities  will  appear  on  the  program  to  demon¬ 
strate  the  use  of  atomic  medicine  in  practical  application  to  patients 
and  to  conduct  scientific  experiments  in  medical  and  basic  research. 
They  include  Dr.  Lee  E.  Parr,  chairman  of  the  medical  department  at 
Brookhaven;  Dr.  Donald  D.  Van  Slyke,  research  director  of  Eli  Lilly 
Foundation  and  guest  scientist  at  Brookhaven;  Dr.  F,  Marott  Sinex,  a 
member  of  the  staff  at  Brookhaven,  L.G .  Stang,  leader  of  the  laboratory 
section  where  radioactive  isotopes  are  separated  and  processed. 

The  program  will  be  narrated  by  Dr.  W.W,  Bauer,  director  of 
the  Bureau  of  Health  Education  of  the  A.M.A,  and  NBC's  Ben  Grauer. 

Brookhave,  about  65  miles  from  New  York  City,  is  the  North¬ 
eastern  center  for  nuclear  research  and  development.  Founded  after 
World  War  II,  it  is  operated  under  contract  with  the  Atomic  Energy 
Commission  by  Associated  Universities,  Inc.,  a  non-profit  education 
corporation  sponsored  by  nine  leading  Eastern  universities:  Harvard, 
Yale,  Johns  Hopkins,  Columbia,  Cornell,  Princeton,  Pennsylvania, 
Rochester  and  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology. 

The  medical  department  of  Brookhaven  has  under  its  juris¬ 
diction  a  36-bed  research  hospital.  Founded  in  1949*  this  hospital  is 
the  first  in  the  world  to  be  developed  solely  for  the  study  of  atomic 
energy  medicine.  Patients,  who  come  from  all  parts  of  the  United  State 
for  observation  and  treatment,  are  admitted  only  after  referral  by 
their  physicians  or  hospitals.

NBC -TV  CARRIES  ’LIVE1  TELECAST  OP 
ATOM  BOMB  EXPLOSION  IN  NEVADA 

First  Time  Public  Could  See  Actual  Blast 

Millions  of  Americans  saw  the  first  actual  atomic  blast  on 
NBC  television  at  12:30  P .Mo EST, April  22  when  the  network  carried  a 
"live"  telecast  of  the  explosion  direct  from  Yucca  Flat  near  Las  Vegas, 
Nevada.  The  pooled  telecast  was  carried  by  a  four-hop  microwave  relay 
over  the  mountains  from  Nevada  to  Los  Angeles,  where  the  picture  and 

sound  were  put  on  the  NBC  television  network. 

The  actual  blast  appeared  on  TV  screens  as  a  round  white 
spot  in  the  center  of  the  picture,  surrounded  by  a  dusty  black  ring. 
The  television  camera  that  caught  the  picture  of  the  explosion  was 
situated  40  miles  away,  atop  Mt.  Charleston,  9,000  feet  high.  The 
bright  explosion  momentarily  blacked  out  the  one  camera  focused  on  the 
bomb  but  did  not  destroy  the  $1,500  electronic  tube.  The  same  camera 
was  able  to  pick  up  the  atomic  "mushroom"  as  it  swelled  high  into  the 

sky. 

Other  TV  cameras  situated  at  "news  knob"  ten  miles  from  the 
blast  point  showed  the  troops,  trucks  and  planes  in  the  target  area  as 
paratroopers  and  infantrymen  began  maneuvers  immediately  after  the 
bomb  area  was  safe. 

Announcing  on  the  full-hour  telecast  from  noon  (EST)  until 
1:00  p.m.  was  by  Grant  Holcombe  and  Fred  Henry.  Henry  was  at  Yucca 
Flat  and  Holcombe  was  atop  Mt.  Charleston.

Additional  suspense  was  added  to  the  telecast  minutes  prior 
to  the  actual  explosion  when  the  picture  wiggled  and  momentarily  was 
lost  because  of  atmospheric  interference  and  technical  difficulty  of 
beaming  the  signal  from  Las  Vegas  to  Los  Angeles  via  four  mountain- 
peaks,  where  NBC  engineers  and  their  microwave  relay  station  equipment 
had  been  camped  in  snowdrifts  since  Friday.  Men  and  equipment  were 
carried  by  helicopter  to  the  remote  mountain  peaks. 

The  public  service  telecast  was  the  first  time  in  history 
the  public  could  see  an  atomic  explosion  actually  happening.  Unlike 
the  witnesses  at  Yucca  Flat,  NBC  televiewers  did  not  need  special  dark 
glasses  to  shield  their  eyes  from  the  tremendous  white  blast.  They 
heard  the  sound  of  the  explosion  as  a  great  rumble  of  thunder  and  then 
saw  the  dust  and  smoke  rise  six  miles  into  the  air. 

NBC  television  also  had  movie-camera  crews  on  hand  to  film 
the  explosion.  The  special  films  were  flown  by  jet  planes  to  Los 
Angeles  where  they  were  rapid-processed  and  presented  the  same  night 
on  the  NBC  television  network  at  11:15  p.m.,  EST.

Presidential  Assistant  John  R.  Steelman  paid  high  tribute  to 
the  National  Broadcasting  Company  for  its  television  program,  BATTLE 
REPORT-WASHINGTON,  which  enabled  Americans  "to  be  better  informed 
about  what  is  going  on  and  what  seriously  concerns  them  in  this  world." 

Steelman,  whose  remarks  closed  the  86th  and  final  public 
service  program  of  the  series  (on  April  20)  said  that  "NBC  for  over  a 
year  and  a  half  through  this  single  program  among  the  many  similar  pro¬ 
grams  it  presents  in  the  public  interest,  literally  strengthened  our 
democracy."  President  Truman’s  assistant  continued:  "We  are  lucky, 
then,  that  a  program  like  'Battle  Report'  has,  at  a  critical  time  in 
our  history,  reported  to  us  not  only  on  the  Washington  scene  but  trans¬ 
ported  us  through  the  miracle  of  television  all  over  the  world,  that 
we  might  see  for  ourselves  the  men  and  events  that  are  shaping  our 
lives...  Before  ’Battle  Report’  becomes  a  part  of  the  tradition  of  a 
free  people,  let  me  say  once  again  how  greatly  indebted  we,  who  have 
had  a  share  in  it,  feel  toward  NBC.  At  no  cost  to  the  government  what¬ 
soever,  and  at  great  expense  to  itself,  the  National  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
pany  brought  you  these  programs  simple  because  it  saw  them  as  a  ser¬ 
vice  to  you,  the  people." 

"Battle  Report-Washington"  originated  on  Sunday,  Aug.  13, 
1950,  when  NBC -TV  put  the  facilities  of  the  network  at  the  disposal 
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of  the  government  to  keep  the  public  informed  on  the  battles  in  Korea 
and  the  world-wide  fight  against  Communism.  Theodore  Ayers  produced 
"Battle  Report,"  which  David  Brinkley  narrated.  Lou  Hazam  was  the 
writer. 

The  text  of  Steelman's  statement  follows: 

"Eighty-six  'Battle  Reports'  ago  --  on  Aug.  13>  1950  --  I 
greeted  you  for  the  first  time  on  this  program  with  these  words: 

'Tonight  we  begin  a  series  of  telecasts  which  we  hope  will  bring  you 
closer  to  your  government  in  Washington,  and  also  give  you  precise 
authentic  information  on  many  national  problems.' 

"This  afternoon  we  suspend  this  series.  The  pressures  of 
an  election  year  have  made  necessary  the  assignment  of  the  staff  of 
'Battle  Report'  to  the  convention  coverage,  where  the  great  medium  of 
television  will  again  render  a  great  service  in  stimulating  us  all  to 
thoughtfully  and  intelligently  exercise  our  f ranchise . . .  We  can  only 
make  the  most  of  this  opportunity  by  performing  the  duty  that  all 
Americans  have  of  registering  our  intent  to  vote  and  then  voting. 

"This  afternoon,  I  want  to  express  the  thanks  of  your  govern¬ 
ment  for  the  unselfish  cooperation  the  National  Broadcasting  Company 
has  given  to  these  programs  in  the  achievement  of  that  high  purpose. 
Consider,  for  a  moment,  the  outstanding  public  service  they  have  ren¬ 
dered.  Into  your  home,  via  your  television  screen,  they  have  brought 
people  you  would  perhaps  rarely  meet  in  the  normal  course  of  your  daily 
life  --  cabinet  officers,  generals,  ambassadors,  the  heads  of  inde¬ 
pendent  government  agencies,  and  just  plain  soldiers  and  sailors  who 
gave  us  first-hand  reports  of  their  work.  Each,  within  the  boundaries 
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of  his  own  knowledge  and  experience,  contributed  to  your  understanding 
of  your  government,  and  the  problems  it  confronts  that  must  be  solved 
with  your  help.  Each  has  enabled  you,  as  an  individual  citizen  of 
this  democracy,  to  be  better  informed  about  what  is  going  on  and  that 

seriously  concerns  you  in  this  world. 

"Thus,  I  say  --  and  confidently  --  that  NBC  has,  for  over  a 
year  and  a  half,  through  this  single  program  among  the  many  similar 
programs  it  presents  in  the  public  interest,  literally  strengthened 
our  democracy.  This  is  no  small  contribution  to  be  dismissed  with  a 
few  polite  words  of  thanks.  We  have  but  to  regard  the  nations  behind 
the  Iron  Curtain  to  understand  how  fortunate  we  are.  Before  them 
appear  no  high  government  officials  who  feel  they  have  an  obligation  to 
tell  the  people  what  they  have  a  right  to  know.  Upon  those  nations, 
stripped  of  all  communication  with  the  men  who  rule  their  lives,  has 
fallen  a  blackness  like  the  darkness  of  night.  And  truth,  if  it  can 
be  discovered,  is  something  that  must  be  passed  on  furtively  in 
whispers.  You  can  be  sure  the  spotlight  of  no  television  cameras  are 

turned  upon  the  leaders  of  the  Soviet  Union. 

"We  are  lucky,  then, that  a  program  like  'Battle  Report'  has, 
at  a  critical  point  on  our  history,  reported  to  us  not  only  on  the 
Washington  scene  but  transported  us,  through  the  miracle  of  television, 
all  over  the  world,  that  we  might  see  for  ourselves  the  men  and  events 
that  are  shaping  our  lives.  And  thus  we  have  been  permitted  to  make 
up  our  own  minds  about  what  we  have  seen  and  heard . 
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"I  particularly  wish  to  thank  the  executives  of  NBC  and  Ted 
Ayers,  the  producer  and  director  of  this  program;  Lou  Hazam,  its  writ¬ 
er,  and  my  assistant  from  the  White  House,  Charles  Jackson,  all  of 
whose  efforts  in  cooperation  with  David  Brinkley  have  combined  to  make 
this  fine  series  possible. 

"And  so,  before  ’Battle  Report’  becomes  a  part  of  the  tradi¬ 
tion  of  a  free  people,  let  me  say  once  again  how  greatly  indebted  we, 
who  have  had  a  share  in  it,  feel  toward  NBC.  At  no  cost  to  the  govern¬ 
ment  whatsoever,  and  at  great  expense  to  itself,  the  National  Broad¬ 
casting  Company  brought  you  these  programs  simply  because  it  saw  them 
as  a  service  to  you,  the  people. 

"We  who  honor  them  for  it  now,  know  that  you  will  join  us  in 
saying  ’thank  you’  and  ’well  done.’"

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DENVER  TO  SEE  POLITICAL  CONVENTIONS 
BY  CLOSED  CIRCUIT  TELEVISION 

DENVER,  COLO.  -  Complete  coverage,  by  closed  circuit  tele- 
vision,  of  the  Republican  and  Democratic  National  Conventions  in  Chi¬ 
cago  next  July  as  a  public  service  to  the  people  of  Denver  was  an¬ 
nounced  jointly  by  radio  stations  KLZ  and  KOA, 

Hugh  B.  Terry,  vice  President  and  General  Manager  of  KLZ 
(CBS  in  Denver)  and  Charles  C.  Bevis  Jr.,  General  Manager  of  KOA  (NBC 
in  Denver)  said  in  a  joint  announcement  that  the  public  will  be  able 
to  watch  the  nomination  of  the  next  President  of  the  United  States  on 
television  sets  in  the  Empire  Room  of  Denver’s  Shirley  Savoy  Hotel. 

The  announcement  confirmed  recent  reports  that  Denverites 
will  be  able,  for  the  first  time,  to  watch  the  two  political  parties 
nominate  their  candidates  and  to  see,  first  hand,  the  color  and  drama 
of  a  major  news  story  as  it  takes  place.  The  general  public  will  be 
admitted  to  the  Empire  Room  free  of  charge,  since  the  cost  of  bringing 
the  TV  convention  coverage  to  Denver  is  being  underwritten  by  KLZ  and 
KOA  and  the  television  set  distributors  as  a  public  service. 

In  announcing  KOA ' s  participation  in  this  important  service 
to  the  Denver  area,  Bevis  said,  "We  at  KOA  and  NBC  are  delighted  to

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have  the  opportunity  of  participating  with  KLZ  and  CBS  in  bringing 
these  history -making  conventions  to  the  people  of  Denver  as  a  public 
service . " 

Terry  said,  "KLZ  welcomes  the  opportunity  of  working  with 
KOA  and  NBC  and  the  television  distributors  of  Denver  in  a  great  public 
service  program.  The  closed  circuit  presentations  of  the  national 
political  conventions  are  certain  to  be  two  of  the  great  events  of 
the  year."

Three  George  Foster  Peabody  -Awards  for  "outstanding  and 
meritorious"  accomplishments  by  radio  and  television  during  1951  went 
to  NBC  today. 

The  winners  were  Gian-Carlo  Menotti's  "Amahl  and  the  Night 
Visitors"  on  NBC -TV,  "Bob  and  Ray"  on  NBC  radio,  and  Station  WSB,  NBC 
Atlanta  (Ga.)  affiliate. 

Dean  John  E.  Drewry  of  the  Henry  W.  Grady  School  of  Journal¬ 
ism,  University  of  Georgia,  announced  the  winners  at  a  luncheon  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Radio  Executives  Club  of  New  York  in  the  Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel.  This  was  the  twelfth  successive  annual  presentation  of  the 
Peabody  Awards,  which  are  administered  by  the  Henry  W.  Grady  School  of 
Journalism  and  the  Peabody  board. 

"Amahl  and  the  Night  Visitors,"  winner  in  the  television 
entertainment  (music)  category,  was  cited  as  "a  genuine  work  of  art.. .a 
remarkable  experience  for  all  who  had  the  privilege  of  seeing  and 
hearing  it." 


"Bob  and  Ray,"  winners  in  the  radio  entertainment  (non¬ 
musical)  class,  were  cited  as  the  "foremost  satirists  in  radio  --  and 
the  most  quoted." 

WSB-AM-FM  and  WSB-TV,  which  took  the  prize  for  regional  radio 
and  TV  public  service,  were  honored  for  their  "practical  demonstration 
of  how  radio  and  television  can  compliment  each  other  in  the  public 
interest . "

Entertainment  (Music):  Gian-Carlo  Menotti  ("Amahl  and  the 
Night  Visitors"),  National  Broadcasting  Company  --To  Gian-Carlo 
Menotti,  for  his  tender  and  moving  one-act  opera,  "Amahl  and  the  Night 
Visitors,"  presented  for  the  first  time  anywhere  last  Christmas  Eve 
over  NBC -TV.  "Amahl  and  the  Night  Visitors"  was  instantly  received 
with  the  acclaim  due  a  genuine  work  of  art.  It  was  a  remarkable  ex¬ 
perience  for  all  who  had  the  privilege  of  seeing  and  hearing  it.  Its 
significance  to  television  was  perhaps  even  more  imposing,  since 
"Amahl"  was  the  first  operatic  work  ever  commissioned  specifically  for 
this  challenging  new  medium  of  communication.  Mr.  Menotti' s  triumph  -- 
he  not  only  wrote  the  words  and  music,  but  directed  the  opera  as  well

Radio  Entertainment  (Non-musical)  "Bob  and  Ray."  National 
Broadcasting  Company  --  A  Peabody  Award  for  Entertainment  in  Radio  to 
Bob  Elliot  and  Ray  Goulding,  those  young  refugees  from  Boston,  artists 
with  many  voices  at  their  command,  who  have  made  such  an  asset  out  of 
their  imaginary  characters,  Tex  and  Handsome  Harry  Backstage,  Webley 
Webster,  Mary  Magoon,  and  the  tireless  baseball  scout,  Steve  Bosco. 

An  average  Bob  and  Ray  broadcast,  at  whatever  time  of  day  --  for  they 
work,  literally,  morning,  noon  and  night  --  is  fast  moving,  deadly  ac¬ 
curate,  frequently  outrageous,  and  extremely  funny.  They  are,  now, 
the  foremost  satirists  in  radio  ---  and  the  most  quoted  --  and  although 
this  is  their  first  year  of  network  broadcasting,  they  already  have 
about  them  an  enviable  suggestion  of  permanence. 

Meritorious  Regional  Public  Service  by  Radio  and  Television 
--  WSB  (NBC)  --  A  pioneer  in  broadcasting,  WSB  has  for  30  years  been 
promoting  the  best  interests  of  Atlanta,  Georgia,  and  the  Southeast. 
With  the  advent  of  television,  WSB-TV  in  19^8  took  its  place  alongside 
WSB-AM-FM  and  quickly  became  the  same  kind  of  leader  in  video.  These 
stations  in  1951 ,  as  in  previous  years,  gave  a  practical  demonstration

A  letter  of  congratulation  from  President  Truman  to  Theodore

that  date  the  program  began  its  25th  anniversary  on  the  air.

"Many  people  in  our  country  give  perfunctory  support  to  the 
American  principle  of  free  speech,  but  you  have  the  right  to  be  proud 
of  putting  the  principle  into  action.

freedom  with  which  Americans  have  been  able  to  get  the  facts  and 
express  them. 

"This  freedom  and  the  other  American  freedoms  are  things  worth 
fighting  for.  That  is  why  America  and  the  rest  of  the  free  world 
are  strengthening  themselves  today.  We  want  no  war  with  anyone,  but 
we  will  never  surrender  our  freedoms  without  a  fight  when  our  heritage 
is  attacked.
